nofity it felf. The difficulty is obvi- 
ous from what has been faid about 
the Nature of an Inflammation of this 
fort. And therefore when no means 
can bring thé obftructed Liquors. to” 
flow, the only Remedy we have left 
on this oceafion is to deftroy the

this Corruption being fharp and ftimu- 
lating, gives the quantity of the Run-

‘This Caufe is fo very univerfal that | 
~ any fharpnefs coming into the Liquor _ 
ofthe Lacune, never fails to increafe 
the quantity of its Efflux. Hence we 
became apprized of the Nature of the —

-‘quiry into it, and of an analogous Run- 
ning in Men, both very confonant to 
Experience; but both unfeen, becaufe — 
-we were not fully inftruéted in ways

to our view; for either the Stock of 


Corruption muft be runoff, or we mutt 
deftroy its Sharpnefs; which is indeed 
the deftroying the Corruption ir felf.
